DECLARATION OF CONGRESS. 



Words That Lay the Corner Stone of a New Republic 
in the Western Hemisphere, 



Whereas, The abhorrent conditions which bave existed for more 
than three years In the Island of Cuba, so near our owu borders, have 
shocked the moral sense of the people of the United States, have been 
a dttgra e to Christian olvilltatlon, culminating, as they have, In the 
destruction of a United States battle-ship with 286 of its officers and 
crew while on a friendly visit In the harbor of Havana, and cannot 
longer be endured, as bas been set forth by the President of the 
United States In his message to Congress of April 11th, 1808, upon 
which the action of Congress was Invited: therefore, be it resolved. 

First, That the people of the Island of Cuba are, and of right 
ought to be, free and independent. 

Second, That It Is the duty of the United States to demand, and 
the Government of the United States does hereby demand, that the 
Government of Spain at once relinquish its authority and government 
In the Island or Cuba and withdraw Its land and naval forces from 
Cuba and Cuban waters. 

Third, That tbe President ot the Cnlted States be, and he hereby 
Is, directed and empowered to use tbe entire land and naval forces of 
tbe United States, and to call Into actual serv'ce of tbe United States 
the ml litis of the several states, to such extent as may be necessary to 
carry these resolutions Into effect. 

Fourth. That tbe United States hereby disclaims any disposition 
o exeroK 

island except for tbe paclnoatlon thereof, and asserts its detetmina-

Oraveyard in rear of the Opera-bouse has 
been a sadly neglected spot. 

There are resting therein the ashes of 
the Boones, the Grants, the Armstrongs, 
the Lees, the Mitchells, the Outtens and 
Maysville's first Mayor, with scores of 
other old pioneers. 

Some years ago the Washington Fire 
Company took enough interest in the 
sacred spot to clean it up, since which it 
bas not received the slightest car*. 

Tbe tombs are fallen to pieces, bead 
stones are scattered in all directions, and 
neglect and decay are written every- 
where. 

With the completion of the new Opera- 
house, the North aide of the inclosure 
will have perfect protection by a solid 
brick wall more than sixty feet high. 

After that Thb Lbdobh suggests that 
the grounds be thoroughly cleaned; the 
trees trimmed and some of the old ones 
cut away, tbe tombs restored and head- 
stones replaced; tbe ground sown in 
grass; flowers planted ; walks laid out ard 
seats placed under the big trees: and 
when these things are done let tbe fence 
in rear of the Public Library Building 
be removed, and the Graveyard become s 
part and parcel of the Mason County His- 
torical Society's grounds.
